Near Star therd is a large 
Galwian population. About 20 or 25 
miles from Star there are two haif- 
breed settlements Whitford and Vic- 
toria. These settlements are sober 
and orderly except when some resident 
—generally a white man—on a return 
trip from Edmonton takes liquor into 
the settlement. 

The license at Star brings the traf- 
fic much nearer to these settlements. 
Tt makes it easier for them to procure 
liquor and will no doubt result in 
more frequent carousals. It is an es- 
tablished, undoubted fact’ that drink 
inflames the passions of men and is 
the direct cause of a large percentage 
of our crume. Not 12 months ago two 
young men sat Victoria,—one of them 
a white and ens of a Hudspn’s Bay Co. 
efficial,—when under the influence of 
liquor began to treat rudely a Galician 
girl, Thev were stopped by an ex- 
policeman who heard their talk and 
noticed the distress of the girl. 

Must our heense commissioners 
grant every application for a license? 
Have they no liberty to use their own 
juigment aad discretion when an ap- 
plication comes before them ? 

If they have not, and are patinotic 


men, men who desire the welfare and 
material and. moral good of the rising 
communities ‘n this great western 
country. it they are men of spirit one 


would think they would rother resign 
than be mere machines to carry ouk 
the wi'l of an executive which seems 
to be shamefully indifferent to public 
ppinion on *his question. t 
There is not yet even a village at 
Star. The travelling public can find 
accommodation at the usual stopping 
places.

His 
men, in travelling through the coun- 
try, are continually being informed 


oi the danger of a pour crop. 


IMPORTANT SUGGESTIONS TO FARMEES. 

The gram dealers association have 
issued the following bulletin of especi: | 
value to farmers’. 

It 1s desirable, that <armers, when 
having wheat ard other grain to sell, 
Should get best prices. This can only 
be done when grain is in a merchant- 
able condition, being dry, clean, sound 
and free from, seeds and ottber mix- 
tures. ‘This 1¢ especially true of wheat. 

There ts one feature that We wish to 
cali the attentiom of the farmers to 
at thts time, and that is this:— 

See that the thresherman who 
threshes your wheaf uses his fine 
machinery to clean the seeas, dirt and 
otber mixtures ou’ of your wheat. 

The separating department of these 
threshing macbines is so constructed 

| that it will put wheat im a marketable 
| condition, and it only remains for the 
| farmer io mist upon 1 and see that 
| the thresherman -does L You 
; Should also msist upon his carefully 
| Clean‘ng your oats, barley and other 
| @rains. 

When the farmer takes clean graif 
to market he gets the top price, instead 
of being cut from 5c to 15¢ per bushel 
| on his dirty graia, or have the grain 
| dealer clean his wheat so be can haul 
| his screenings home again. 

If foul seeds, broken siraw, cracked 
| wheat and other mujtures areicleaned 
out when threshing, the farmer dosen’t 
| pay for threshing the dirt; but pays for 

the clean wheat. , 

No one can deny that our threshing 


' 
| machines have excellert cieaning capa- 
| city, therefore make sure that the ma- 


chine does its duty. 

A-most "mpor’ant reason why the 
farmer should have his wheat well 
cleaned and screened is that it will be 
better inthe bin than when dirty. 

The farmer pays the thresher the 
Same per bushel for threshing screen- 
ings as he does for clean wheat and if 
the dirt is in it he pays more:for it in 
the end by selling his wheat cheaper. 
Screenings are worth more to the farm 
er than to anyone else. The grain 
dealer pays the farmers a price for 
Standard 60 pounds of marketable 
wheat. it must be reasonably clean to 
grade. 

The grain dealers especially urge 
their friends to get wheat, and cther 
small grain into clean - marketable 
shape this year before bringing it to 
the elevators. During tha year just 
past grain merchants sustained losses 
on account of buying and shipping 
dirty and damp wheat, when they 
would have made a fair profit if wheat 


had been clean when bought. We 
learn from talking with them that 
they cannot ‘possibly afford to _ pay 


market price for any except good mar- 
ketable 60 pound wheat and that all 
wheat received in bad condition from 
any reason, whether dirt or pgor qual- 
ity, will necéssarily have to be largely 
discounted. 

The dealers therefore urge you to in- 
sist upon threshermen cleaning your 
wheat and other grain thoroughly, and 
thereby help you to obtain satisfactory 
prices.—Nor-West Farmer.

TOWN POLICE REGULATIONS. 


At Wednesday’s council meeting’ a 
“A by- 


the members of the force, provideq:as 
follows: ‘ 

That the town! police force of the 
municipality shall consist of such num- 


bers of constaples as thhe council may 


by resolution from time to time ap+ 


point. One of the constables shail be 


the e-gineer for the time being in 
chacge of the fire apparatus, and shall 
be referred +o as the inside constable. 
The others to’ be known as the “out- 
side constables.’ Every constable 
shall hold office during ihe pleasure of 
the council. Every outside constable 
shall, mn addition to his duties.as such, 
be a license inspector under the liquor 
license ordiaance and under the license 
by-law, and also ar overseer of any 
public work in the municipality and 
shall at all times be under the instruc- 
tions of the council or mayor. Ar- 
rangemeuts are made for the keeping 
of a record book in, the fire hali in 
which each outside constable shall en- 
ter imimediately after the 
occurance, the name of every person 
taken into custody by him and any 
other particulars C¢oncerning, the 
arrest. The inside constable shall keep 
a record of those committed to the 
lock-up of the municipality and other 
partivlars concerning them, as to the 
offence, etc. The said books shall be 
produced daily to, the police, magise 
trate. A person taken into custody 
for an offence aga’est a by-law, and 
arrested without a warrant, the inside 
eonstable mav ‘efore rhe accused is 
tried a'low such person out on the ac- 
cused giving a written undertaking to 
appear for ivial; provided the inside 
constable shall have obtained the 
written consect thereto of the outside 
constable on duty at the time, or, the 
consent: of the mayor or chairman of 
the committee om ilicenee and police, 
The salaries of the outside constables 
shall be $60 a month each, and, quch 
fees as they ‘may by law be entitled 
to. The heurs during: which the out- 
side constable shall be on: duty shall be 
regulated by the heense and police 
committee {rom time to time. In: case

WINNIPEG AND ITS FAIR. 


The Winnipeg fair is over. The big 
mid-summer holiday of Western Can- 
ada,1s a thing of the past for the sea- 
son of 1901,.and c¢very - provincial 
“local” and Imperial Limited that pull- 
ed out of Winnipeg depot bet ween Fri- 
day and Tuesday last' was just as 
sure of being heaped to the bell rope 
with returmaz gieasSure seekers as it 
was of being anywhera from twelve 
to twenty-four hours behind schedule 
tame. Every quarter of Manitoba and 
many of the; American towns across 
the line contributed their share to the 
masses which crowded the grounds and 
grand siaxd, but it is beyond dispute 
that no place of the size and distance 
away from Edmontom ¢cntributed co 


great a mumber of sighi-seers as did 
that town. Eighty-six tickets were 


sold bere for the fair. The first train 
out lefi Friday morning, its passen- 
gers resching Winnipeg Sunday after- 
moon. The second left Seturday morn- 
ing and reached its terminus on Mon- 
day. Lieut.-Governor Forget. cama on 
board the Saturday tram at Regina, 
on his way to particpaie in the open- 
ing ceremonies of the big exhibition. 
Winnipeg was just waking when Mon- 
day’s train steamed in. But early in 
the week as it was accommodation was 
already st a prem’um. The ordinary 
observer 1s quite likely to be struck 
with one thing on reaching Winai- 
peg; that is, the number of botels on 
every hand. In spite of this, accom- 
modation in hotels was exhausted and 
resort was had by ‘hose unfortun- 
ates who had, not already, arranged 
for bed and board, to the bureau of in- 
foi mation es*ablished by a thougbt- 
ful management in an office in the 
city hall Citizens threw, open their 
homes, for a consideration of course, 
and stretched camp beds and blan- 
kets on the parlor carpet. Mignday 
moon ihe fair opened. Monday 
childrens’ day and thousands of pret- 
tily costumed bors and girls *hronged 
the grounds. The candy booths, the 


eide-shows, the Ferris wheel and ‘the 
merry-go-round with the inevitable 
sieam piapo did a rushing 
business from nuov until the last 
rocket of the fireworks display had 
roared its way through darkness into 
espace. Aiter the evening programme 
comes the race and jamb for the street 
cars. The grounds are some two miles 
from the city and a special line of 
trolley cars runs out and back unceas- 
ingly throughout jhe lay and even- 
ing. Even this service is not enough 
to relueve the pressure so the':C. P. R,, 
whose tracks run. just along’ the 
grounds, run speciak trains out? and 
back every three minutes. The 
@rounds themselves are lange and the 
many buildings commodious and hand- 
@pme. The grand stand would seat 
Spme ten thousand pegple—a capac- 
ity quite inadequate tor the crowdsiin 
the exhtbition’s closing’ days. “Walks 
run through tha grounds which are 
very conveniently laid out. The track 
itself is the game size, both im length 
and width, as! the;one in Edmoniton and 
it certainly does not appear superior 
in any feature. Thé grand stand is 
set back abputy 100 feet, from the 
track and both attrastion platform 
and judges stand are ‘between the 
grand stand and the track instead’ of 
being oa the opposite sida as here, 
with the natural result that a view 
of the course is impeded greatly, es- 
vecially when an attraction turn 
em put on. 

Right hera it] migh* be, said that no 
praise is too great ior the manage- 
ment in reference to the quality § and 
quantity of the attractions they pro- 
vided for the amusement and enter- 
tamment of their guests. They have 
realized that ino’ order io attractland 
hold the attention’ of a c:owd good 
entertainment must be provided, and 
in providing .wnat they did they sup- 
pled the best. that could, be procured 
on the continent. The piece-de-resist- 
ance of the evening bill was, of course, 
the taking ot ‘Lien ‘isia by the allied 
forces. The walled Chinese city is seen, 
with the river flowing in-front. With 
vast scenic settings, lighted by power- 
ful reflectors, this scene is most’ na- 
tural and iumpreSsive. The Chinese in 
their quaint costumes are seen to is- 
sue from the main gate. They excit- 
edly converse with each other. All un- 
suspecting the missionaries issue from 
their church nearby. The Chinese, ex- 
cited by a leader who harangues them. 
dart on the missionaries and stab them 
to death, dragging) the bodies inside 
the gate. Then, incited by a fanatic, 
the Boxers raid the church and blow 
it up. The roof is blown in the air-by 
the force of a great, explosion and the 
front wall 1s crumbled and falis. A 
courier then arrives excitedly bring- 
ing word.af the approach of a British 
war ship. A hurried consultation and 
a Chinese boat; crosses the river to 
the opposite shore, planting a torpedo 
in mid-stream. The Boxers lard and 
wait’ to explode their mine on the ap- 
proach of the foreign ship. Two blue- 
jackets aporoach stealthy. Unseen 
they fall upom the Chinamen and al 
the pistol’s point compel them to ex- 
plode ther mine. Overawed the 
Chinese obey and the water sboots 
high in the air. The blue-jackets then 
signal the ships to approach while they 
retire with their prisoners. The men- 
of-war approach and, the Chinese fleet 
comes out to give battle. A’ bt and 
exciting eucounter emsues and the air 
is thick wth the flying torpedoes 
which each fleet hurls at, the other. 
The Chinese boats at last are struck, 
set on fire and sunk, and the allied 
army marches up the shore on the op- 
posite side to the city each contin- 
gent passing by in the uniform of the 
country it represents and all gather 
at a point just opposite ihe city gates. 
While forming herq a Chinese force 
attacks them in the flank. For a 
few minutes the darkness is st'abbec 
with flasbes fromy the rifles mouths 
and the atr is rent with the roar. Then 
the Boxers give away, they fall back 
and with af cheer aad’ 9 rush thiay 
brings the spectators on the grand 
stand to their feet with a responsive 
echo, the alles rush on and rout the 
Boxer hordes. Meanwhile the ships 
are bombarding thea city and building 
after building is being blown up. A 
British battery on the shore opposite 
also unlimibers and adds its shells.and 
booming to the din, By thistime The 
alles ‘have drivem ‘the enemy across 
the viver to the city side and here, «- 
ter a short struggle, thd_ Boxers 
break away and take refuge behind 
the walls, The allies pursue and amid 
roar, smoke, flame’ and falling of 
puildings and roofs Tien Tsin is taken 
and razed, The wonder of it was that 
in this mimic warfare, so real and 
so exciting that one forgot it was 
only unitatian, some one was noi kill- 


was 


is 


ed, for the amount of flame and ex- 
plosion wes quite sufficient toadd an 
element of real danger to the scene. 
The even'2g programme was prettily 
concluded with a magnificent display 
pf fireworks; the air was [ull of every 
conceivable form of colored fire, and 
fountains of flame spouted high in 
the air om every hand. As a finale to 
the display a giant hand, outlined in 
letters of fire, blazed prominently out, 
bearing across its palm the iuscript- 
ion: “We extend the glad hand te all 
our visitors.” 

The platform attractions were an- 
egualled. Slack and tight wire per- 
formers kept the audience alter- 
nately amused and thrilled. “Marvel 
ous Marsh” the bicycle man who comes 
down an inclined platform a hundred 
feet in the air and leaves his bicycle in 
mid air to plunge 70 feet down into 
a shallow tank of water was one of the 
“thrillers” Another artist { per- 
formed on a tight wire stretched one 
hundred feet 1n the air. There was no 
net, nothing fo catch him and a fall 
meant his finish. Yet clad in loose 
clown garb, ta the teeth of a regular 
prairie wind he went out and made the 
trip across, some fifty yards. At night 
he decorated himself in fireworks and 
set them off when making the journey. 
Two families of acrobats vied with 
each other in some of the most grace- 
ful and wonderful. evolutions in the 
art » acrobatic. Four trained ele- 
pkanis probably mad the hit{ of all 
the platform attractions. With ape- 
cially constructed instrumentbs they 
constituted themselves a band and pro- 
vided selections which were amusing if 
not altogether harmoniously; true. 
The daddy of the bunch so far forgot 
that solidity and stateliness which is 
considered part of an elephants make- 
up as ta paritcipate in a mazy waliz 
and a giddy cake-walk. Another rode 
a bicycle and all performed tricks 
which were marvels in intelligence and 
training. The attractions throughout 
were splendid and while they were jou, 
the fast horses might pass unnoticed. 

Citizens day, Thursday, and &m- 
ericans day, Friday were the dalys of 
the fair. On Thursday it was éstimat- 
ed that 35,000 people gathered om the 
grounds. It was a halt holiday in dhe 
city, the only one during fair week. 

Side-shows dotted the grounds and 
megaphones and other nolse-making 
devices shouted out the advantages oi 
leather iunged shouters assisted by 
their respective places ot entertain- 
ment and assured the crowd ithat 
they had the “best show on the 
grounds.” The “statue turning to 
life” was the best of the various opti- 
cal and other delusions provided by 
the various tents. A tent of - relics 
from South Africa provided, a, Little 
exhibition that was{ not fake. Many 
interesting relics gathered from the 
Boers were on exhibition, the whole 
being in change of a wheelwright of 
the Canadian battery which marched 
to Mafeking, and afterwards, under 
3aden-Bowell, campaigned through 
the country. Having lost the tools out 
of his ches‘s this enterprising wheel- 
wright packed them. full of looted 
knick-knacks, everything {rom pom- 
pom shells to those more harmless ex- 
plosives, Boer love letters; and had 
them toted around the country as 
“tools”. In this way. he got a collect~ 
ion unequalled in quantity and quali- 
ty. 

The exhibits of farm produce and 
live stock were: good and on farmers’ 
day especially attracted; many sight- 
seers.

‘A Pekin despateb says that thejmew 
board, which is called the Regency, 
and is really a board to consider re- 
ferences, is regarded as of greait! im- 
portance. Prince Ching, Li-Hung- 
Chang aud Kung Kang, the three mem- 
bers of the board, who are in Pekin 
have recezyed a, communication of 
about 2,000 words {rom the court. This 
communication detines the, duties of 
the board. It exhorts and commands 
the board, which is designed to replace 
the Grand council, or cabinet, to aim 
at reform and harmonious relations, 
to escape poverty, and become strong 
in sincerity, energy, prudence, and un- 
selfishness. It is also required that 
the members shall yield their private 
opinions to the wishes of the ma jority. 

The communication is under ten 
heads. The first directs that the board 
shall select subordznates for their abil- 
ity, integrity, and spotlessness, with- 
out regard to) rank or precedent. The 
second says the board must rectify 
abuses with firmmess and moderation. 
The others are as follaws:— ° 

“Third—The board mist carefully ex- 
amine all suggestions and memorials 
for reform. Whatever the board, ap- 
proves the Trsone will command ag a 
code of laws. They must nbt act! as 
other yamens have. 

“Fourth—Divide the board into com- 
niuttees, such as those on finance, com- 
nerce, the reduction of the debt, etc. 

“Wirth-—Follow the good things of the 
cld country, and’ adopt, the good of 
cther countrtes; also prepare books. 

“Sixth—Make China rich like other 
countries. Remove useless expendi- 
tures, and in order to pay the debt, 


devise new sources of revenue. 

“Seventh—Stop contrasting the Hew 
and old Chinese with foreigners. The 
new Chinese ended in the rebellion of 
Kany Ya Wei, und the oldjin the Boxer 
surprising. Imitate Japan, but not in 
everything. Copy the westerners. Their 
hearts are all good. Those of the Chin- 
ese are all bad. 

“Eight—Abandon past methods in 
recommendations for promotions. 

“Ninth—Begin promptly the reform 
of abuses. There» «will be full reform 
on the return of the court to Pekin. 


“Tenth—Good government depends 
on men, not measures. Select good 
men and yourselves act with sincerity 
and zeal. Briefly. forget. self for the 
public.” ; she Se | i 

This would seem to indicate a desire 
to institute reforms, but the men who 
compose the board are a varicious and 
selfish, like the Dowager-Empress her- 
self, and capnot grasp the s‘tuation. 
The ablest of the lot us Li-Hung-Chang, 
but he is considered too old to again 
attempt to make thorough _ refiqrms. 
Wang Wen Shao, Jung Lu, lu Chuan 
Ian, and Hsu Ying-k’uel, the other 
members of thei board are at Singan- 
fu-.

KITCHENER’S SUPPOSED SUCCESSOR. 

It is freely rumored that; Major-Gen- 
eral Neville G. Lyttleton will succeed 
Lord Kitchener as commander-in-chief 
of the forces in Sputh Africa. Lord Kit- 
chener, it may be assumed, will not 
be recalled until the end of the war Gs 
at last actually in sight, so that Gen- 
eral Lyttleton’s task wili be more pas- 
sive and administrative than belliger- 
ent. General Lyttleton did good work 
under Str Redvers Buller in the early 
days ot the war, but Lieut.- 
Generals Forestier-Walker and Lord 
Methuen are both senor fo him. 
Neither of these men is, however, 
likely to ‘be appointed, and it 
must be said in favor of the choice 
of General Lyttleton that he has al- 
ready distinguished bimself in civil life. 
When military secretary to Sir John 
Adye at Gibralter and later to Lord 
Reay as governor of Bombay he was 
regarded as a man with a future. He 
has expressed himself in public as san- 
guine of a satisfactory settlement of 
the South African question in the 
long run, and he sees no reason why 
Briton and Boer should not live peace- 
ably eide by side. This is the pro- 
per spurt with which to approach the 
situation, but the man to whom is real- 
ly confided the task of solving the final 
ptoblem is Lord Milner, and he is 
well aware of the difficulty of the task 
that awaits bim on his return; to South 
Africa,
